GENERAL MAUDE OF 


BRITISH ABMY IS 
DEADFROM ILLNESS 


London, Nov. 19.—General Maude 


British commander in Mesopotamia 
died yesterday. 


The enemy had staked everything 


on .getting to the west bank of the 
T"lver and the~Ttalians staked every- 
thing on keeping him on the eastern

In their first surprise rush 
they swept past four Italian machine 
gun bateries capturing the guns and 
driving the Italians back into the 
village of Fagare. Here the

fight began as the Italians had now 
recovered from the surprise and they 
fought like demons. 
It was a hand 


to hand fight through the streets of 
the town with no place for artillery 
or machine guns and the Italians us- 
ing bayonets, hand grenades, knives 
and gelatine torpedoes. The Austri- 
ans held part of the town near the 
bank with the Italians on the land 
side. The Austrians tried to throw 
a line around the town and succeed- 
ed in part on one side until ihe Ital-

Major General F rederick Stanley 


Maude, the captor of Bagdad, was 
iioted—as one of the most brilliant 
commanders of the war. After a 
series of British defeats in Mesopo- 
tamia, General Maude was placed in 
command late last year and won an 
unbroken series of successes.

Benemies also are prohib- 


ited approaching within one hundred 
jards of water tronts, docks, railroad 
terminals, o,r sioiage houses and are 
forbidden to enter or reside in the 
district of Columbia. 


The proclamation, issued as a sup- 


plement to the one declaring a state 
of war with Germany, provides fur- 
ther that an alien enemy shall not, 
except on public ferries be found on 
"any ocean, bay, river or other wa- 
ters" within the United States. Thev 
are forbidden to f-ly in airplanes, bal- 
loons or airships and to enter the 
Panama canal zone. 


The proclamation orders registra- 


tion as follows: 


"All alien enemies are hereby re- 


quired to register at such times and 
places and in such manner as may be 
fixed by the attorney general of the 
United States, and the attorney gen- 
eral is hereby authorized and direct- 
ed to provide "as speedily as may be 
procticable for registration 
of 
all 


alien enemies and for the issuance of 
registration cards to enemy 
aliens 


and to make and declare such rules 
and regulations as he may deem nec- 
essary for effecting such registration. 


"All alien enemies and all other 


persons are hereby required to com- 
ply with such rules and regulations; 
and the attorney general in carrying 
out such regulation is hereby au- 
thorized to utilize such agsnts, agen- 
cies, officers arid departments of the 
United States and of the several ter- 
ritories, dependencies and munici- 
palities thereof and of the District of 
Columbia as he may select for the

Tuilerles Gardens. It is within a 
blocic of the Palais Royal station of 
the Metropolitan—the Paris subway 
—and accessible by several lines of 
omnibuses.

ner for 5 1-2 francs/ 
Members on 


furlough in Paris can secure pension 
at from 15 francs a

The more clever of them can walk up 
a fodder and down, with a baton on 
their snout; while others roll over or 
dive when there is a tank. Each train- 
er tries new tricks with his lions, mak- 
ing sure at first that he can do all the 
most common ones.

Hardwood Floors Darkened. 


Floors that turn dark from oiling 


generally need to be scraped. Some- 
times a paint or varnish remover, 
bought at a point shop, Is used first. 
One housekeeper Improved a dis- 
colored floor by scrubbing It hard, us- 
ing naphtha soap and adding washing 
soda to the water. She did only a 
small piece at a time, using one of the 
small wooden-backed nail-brushes with 
very hard bristles. Cracks can be 
filled with a mixture of sawdust and 
glue. This can be darkened with a 
little burnt umber to match the floor. 
In mixing use \vater 20 parts, glue one 
part and sawdust as necessary. An- 
other filler is a pulp made from news- 
papers torn up and pounded into a 
flour and water pa&te. It hardens in 
the cracks.
